Test A was configured with three ports running data entry applications. Low disk activity was based on 200 records of 20 
bytes each being keyed in and sequentially written to disk. Medium disk activity included the same activity along with an added 
ISAM read of a 50 byte record for each record written. High disk activity added three ISAM reads of a 50 byte record for each 
record written to the original data entry application. 

In each test, the first port to reach 200 writes concluded the test. The total number of records is the total of the three ports. 
Only in the case of the 1170 did there appear to be an imbalance of timesharing (i.e., one port reached 200 while the other two 
were at 150). 


Test B is identical to Test A except that a fourth task was added. This task was strictly a number crunching program, and had 
the effect of tying up DATASHARE background with heavy processor activity.
